Punishment of an Atheist In 1683 
Oe,rrlh-1 In tha Writings of 



Those memorable judgments 
which the hand of heaven has exe- 
cuted upon notorious sinners are to 
be reckoned amongst remarkable 

providences. , . . The hand of 
God was very remarkable in that 
which came to pass in the Narragan- 

sett country in New England, not 
many weeks since; for I have good 
information that on August 28, 
1683, a man there (viz. Samuel Wil- 
son) having caused his dog to mis- 
chief his neighbors' cattle, was 
blamed for his so doing. He denied 
the fact with imprecations, wishing 
that he might never stir from that 
place if he had so done. His neigh 
bor being troubled at his denying 
the truth, reproved him and told him 
he did very ill to deny that which 
his conscience knew to be truth. The 
atheist then used the name of God 
in his imprecations, saying, "He 
wished to God he might never stir 
out of that place if he had done that 
which lie was charged with." The 
words were scarce out of his mouth 
before he sunk down dead and never 
stirred more; a son-in-law of his 
standing by and catching him as he 
fell to the ground.— Written by In- 
crease Mather in 1684.

Person May Suffer Thl» Physleal De- 
fect and Go Through Life With- 
out Knowing It. 

An English author, Mrs. Francis 
Vivian Campbell, has brought a 
damage suit embodying some novel 

*genturoa against a Newcastle steam- 
ship line. She complains, among oth- 
er things, that while on a voyage in 
the Mediterranean she contracted 
ptomaine poisoning from the bad 
food on the Carib Prince, and that, 
aa a result, she had lost the sight of 
her left eye. Medical testimony was 
to the effect that the loss of sight 
was due to blood poisoning and that 
it was not usual for ptomaine poi- 

k zoning to affect only one eye. It 
would appear that Mrs. Campbell 
was not immediately aware of this 
loss of sight. One of the physicians 
who gave testimony in the case said 
this was not remarkable, that scores 
of people have been blind in one eye 
since birth and yet had not realized 
it. He gave as an explanation that 
with perfect eyesight one has what 
is known as a field of vision. A pcr- 
Bon with one defective eye sees all 
right but on one side a piece of the 
view is missing. This one may nev- 
er notice because he has never seen 
differently. He said that while the 
majority of people may find out for 
themselves that they have a defec- 
tive eye, or one from which sight bTIs 
gone, there is a large minority that 
only make this discovery after 
many years, and some who go to 
their graves without ever making it.

WHY SILVER TARNISHES. 

Everybory is familiar with the 
tendency of Silverware to part with 
its brilliXhce and become tarnished 
when exposed to ordinary atmos- 
pheric influences, but not every one 
knows that the cause of the tarnish- 
ing is the action of sulphur in the 
air. Unless frequently cleaned, the 
ssurfaee of silver will become black 
in the course of a few months. The 
best way to keep silver bright with- 
out the necessity of cleaning is said 
to be to coat the surface with a thin 
solution of collodion varnish diluted 
with spirits of wine. After being 
applied with a soft bruth the spirit 
evaporates, leaving a thin, glossy, 
transparent film on the polished sur- 
face. Warm water removes the 
varnish. Tarnished silver may be 
restored by careful rubbing with a 
soft cloth wet with dilute solution of 
potassium cyanide, one ounce to • 
quart of water, followed by rinsing 
—Harper's Weekly.

English Artillery Trained Their Gunr 
on Exact Repreaentation of 
Small Town. 

To test the guns of the brigades 
of the British Royal Field Artillery, 
in camp on Dartmoor, Devonshire, a 
dummy village was specially built 
as target.

In wireless tel- 
egraphy a series of Hertslan wavea 
are set up by powerful electrical dyna- 
mos or batteries, and these are dis- 
charged from the top of a high mast 
or pole. These waves extend In all 
directions, and, unless their force ia 
expended by distance they excite cer- 
tain effects in the receiver of wireless 
telegraph instruments within the zone, 
Just as the waves disturb chips on a 
pool. Messages are sent and received 
somewhat on the plan of ordinary 
Morse code by wires, in that electrical 
Impulses are regulated so as to spell 
words according to a code. 

To Marconi belongs the credit of 
making a practical success of the dis- 
coveries of others, but to Herts be 
longs the credit of making the sy? 
tern possible.
